‘It's truly wonderful how many wom- 
en there are who are either ninctecn, or 
twenty-nine, or thirty-nine, cr forty- 
nine. Do they bate to acknowledge that 
they have at last left the decade in 
which thoy have tarried for ten or fif- 
teen years or is there an amazing but 
hitherto unnoticed decrease in the birth 
of girl babies one year out of cvery ten?

Your 
expert book-agent says: ‘All their minds 
correct? Specch all right? Can covery 
body see? Is the hearing perfect with 
ullof you?” I tell you tact is what an 
enumerator chiefly needs if he is goinz 
to get through his work quick enough 
to make any moncy out of it.
